The  vitc.1  statistics  slio'^/  thr.t  the  nuiiber  of  deaths  v/aa 
increased,  and  tiae  niTiiiDcr  of  births  coiisidere.biy  decreased,  over  the  figures 
for  the  previ  'us  yeox.  herxt  disea.se  'v/'as  once  again  the  principal  cause 
of  death,  folioved  by  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  systeiu  end 
cancer,  in  tha.t  order,  TwO  infant  dea.tlis  occurred  durin^  tlie  yean  and  one 
stillbirth  -.■/■as  recorded.  u 


The  incidence  oi’  notific.ble  infectious  disea-se  v/as  lo'^./.  Ho 
cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliorryelitis  T/ere  recorded,  Yc.ccina.tion  a.gadnst 
the  latter  diser.se  './as  resmied  d-Lxing  ■che  year.  The  Dastrict  v/a.s  involved 
in  the  influenaa.  epidej.iic  at  the  end  of  the  yea.r  and  five  deaHhs  _in 
December. 'i/ere  certified  a.s  bein'  due  to  tliis  disease. 

In  the  sanitary  circmistances  of  the  District,  the  financial 
restrictions  influenced  the  Coi^uicil  to  discontinue  its  buildni^j  progrcaaie 
after  the  conclusion  of  currenoG  contracts.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a 
raore  genial  finsaicial  clh'iia.te  may  induce,  in  due  course,  a.  rcconsidera.tion 
of  this  decision.  This  is  liiii-.ed  v/ithi  the  question  of  sluun  cleaxance 
v/hich,  a.lthough  numerically  iiot  a.  grea.t  problem  in  Bude,  will  not  becoiae

l/Tiiilst  the  liinterland  is  undulating  and  hilly  in  char’artcr, 
contour  heights  seldora  rise-  a.hove  500  feet  and  this  no  doubt  is  in  pant 
the  explanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figures  ^ (average 
annual  rainfall  for  20  yeans  33 •74")?  which  in  view  of  exposure  to  the 
prevailing  south  Y>resteiiy  ivinds,  might  be  expected  to  be  considera.bly  higher. 

Populc.tion  - The  Registrar  Genorad  ha.s  estimated  the  population  for  the  niid- 
yean  1957  to  be  5?  220  compared  ■^./ith  5?  100  in  the  previous  yean.  In  1957 
there  were  44  births  and  79  deauths,  35  iuore  deadhs  than  births. 


Vital  Statistics  - It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  shoudd  not  be 
attanhed  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  fi'om  one  year  to  another, 
particularly  vdiere  relatively  small  popula.tions  ai-e  involved  - attention 
shoudd  rather  be  jpaid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a.  period  of  years, 

Deo.ths  - The  total  nnuber  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  79  comiaared  Y/ith  63  in  1950.  The  crude  death  rade  ba.sed  on  the  mid- 
3^ear  popidation  v/o-s  15»13  compared  with  12, 16  in  the  previous  year.  The 
followring  table  has  been  compiled  for  comparison  wdth  previous  years:

Refuse  is  collected  by 
the  Council's  I'cfuse  lorry  at  the  titues  of  collection  normal  to  the 
respective  areas.  Tw'o  sites  nov;  have  flush  sanitation,  and  two  chemical 
closets.  One  oi  the  comps  'with  chemical  sodiito-tion  is  srao.ll,  and  in  an 
area  'i/hich  is  wholly  rui\al  in  character,  but  the  other  is  in  Dude,  and 
adjacent  to  a main  sewer.  nt  tlie  outset,  the  occupier  wished  to  install 
ma.in  dro.ino.ye,  but  t;j.e  Plonniny  Authority  nicade  it  a condition  of  permission 
that  chemical  closets  should  be  installed;  the  reonon  for  tills  condition 
being  thoxt  the  site  ’was  within  the  development  area..  The  site  has  sub- 
sequently been  removed  from  th^^  development  area,  but  to  date  it  ha.s  not 
been  possible  to  persuade  the  occupier  to  cha.n;;p-  the  method  of  sanitation. 

Es.ch  2'ear  the  number  . f holiday-meJeers  coming  into  the  area  appears 
to  increase,  and  each  year  a higher  percentage  of  tha.t  nunber  a.ppears  to 
taJ-co  camjping  holidays.  Durinp.  the  peak  fortnight  of  the  holiday  sea.son, 
around  ^ngust  Lanlc  lioliday,  tiie  camps  become  very  full,  and  one  har  to 
decide  whether  it  is  preferable  to  allow  eutonsive  carual  campin^j  on  road 
verges,  cliffs  etc.,  or  to  pemit  some  overcrowding  of  licensed  sites  v/hejac 
proper  facilities  are  araila.ble.  On  balance,  the  latter  course  a^years 
to  be  the  better.  Whilst  even  short  term  overcrov7ding  of  camps  is  not 
a ’jood  thii\;,  at  least  toilets,  wa.tcr  supply,  and  refuse  disposa.!  arian-^L- 
ments  are  ava.ilojjle,  and  adequate  supervision  by  the  proprietor,  bcLcked 
by  the  insjaections  of  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector,  is  sufficieUG 
to  ensure  tha.t  these  facilities  a.re  not  abused.  On  the  other  hand,  casual 
campers  in  unauthorised  sites,  are,  hy  their  transience,  difficult  both  to 
locate  and  control.

In  ca.ses  of  infectious  disea.se,  preliiiinar27  investigations  a.re  ca.rried 
out  by  the  Public  ricalth  Insi:)ector,  i,men  advice  is  given  regarding  current 
disinfection,  segroga.tion  of  contents,  etc.  Terminal  disinfection,  v/hen 
necessary,  • is  ca.rried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

The  inontlfLy  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shovm  in  Table  III, 

Diphtheria  - No  case  v;as  notified  during  the  year,  in  urhicli  A2  children 
received  a complete  c..urse  of  x^i-Lua-ry  iniiunisation  a.gainst  the  disea.se, 
the  triple  aoiagen  against  diphtheria,  './hooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used 
in  a.lmost  all  instances. 

h'hooping  Cough.  - Fourteen  ca.ses  './ore  notified  in  1957*  far  as  can  be 

ascertained  from  the  records,  none  of  these  chxldren  had  been  irrnunised 
against  the  disea.se .

Influenza  - The  Urban  District  v/as  involved  in  the  influenza  epidemic 
v/hich  raade  its  a.pviearance  in  the  district  in  the  latter  part  of  Septembex'. 
School-children  seem  'to  ha.ve  been  first  a.ffected,  the  infection  spreading 
r.apidly  among  them.  ns  the  disca.se  declined  among  school-children,  adults 
became  a.ffected  in  incroa.sin';  numbE/rs.  The  a.ctual  number  involved  as  not 
accurately  IroY/n  as  iifluenza.  is  not  a.  notifiable  disease.  The  disca.se 
a.r)pears  to  have  been  liighly  ini’ectio'as,  but  in  genei’al  the  attacls  seem  to 
have  been  mild  and  short-lived.  No  cases  of  ini'luenzal  pneumonia,  u/cre 
notified  but  five  deaths,  all  occuriing  in  December,  Y'/ore  certified  as  beiig 
due  to  influenza.  Pour  of  these  deaths,  tliree  female  aiid  one  ma.le,  ..c.re 
of  aged  persons,  the  renia.ining  death,  also  male,  being  of  ycung  child. 

Pol iomy eli tis  - No  ca.ses  of  this  inf'ection  'v/ere  notified  during  the  year. 
Vaccination  a.ga.inst  tlie  disea.se  \tc.s  res'umed  in  npril,  Y/i.on  farther  supplies 
of  vacci'ie  becaiue  availa.blG.  It  Y/a.s  continued  tlroughout  tlio  yea.r,  durix'ig 
v/hich  208  children  in  the  Urban  District  received  a complete  course  of 
vaccinc.tion. 

Sj'iiallpoxc  - No  case  v/as  notified  dvriim,  the  year,  in  the  course  of  v.iiich  ’j)G 
pri'iiary  vaccinations  and  13  re“Vaccina.tions  v/ere  carried  out.
